ONCE, B U T N O T AGAIN 
T here is a growing fear in London, according to news reports, th a t 
:ess G reat B ritain “clears herself" in the eyes of th e U nited S tates 
ng a debt defaulter she will find she can get no financial assist­ 
ance from this country should she become involved in a n o th er war. 
Success in concluding a trad e agreem ent, also, m ust in the final 
instance be dependent upon a satisfactory d eterm ination of this issue. 
I n support of their reasoning and their fears, S enator B orah has d e ­ 
clared unequivocally th a t A m erican taxpayers “are entitled to have their 
governm ent insist upon p aym ent of these debts, am ounting to $12.000,- 
000,000.” 
Of this am ount. G re a t B rita in ’s sh are is $994.486,367.03. 
E ither justifiably or otherwise, th ere is a tradition th a t the m ind 
of th e typical B riton functions thro u g h slow processes. 
It is gratifying 
to observe, nevertheless, th a t at long last there has been established 
the conviction th a t the U nited S tates has not forgotten the m a tte r of the 
w ar debts and it not likely to so long as they rem ain on the books. After 
all $12,000,000,000 is $12,000,000,000, a sizeable am o u n t considered from 
an y angle, and is not to be dismissed lightly as being deserving of not 
m ore th a n a passing thought. 


The debt phase of the W orld W ar has left A m ericans with the 
clear conviction th a t they have been defrauded and swindled by for-1 
m er Allies whose cause they helped to save at a tim e wrhen these nations 
faced the th re a t of exterm ination. 
This experience has left w ith A m er­ 
icans the im pression that the English, the F rench and o th er g o v ern m e n ts' 
now In default are essentially dishonest, th a t they are unw orthy of 
confidence and that it is dangerous to have economic relations with them . 
In the ordinary relations of life, a defaulter is viewed as being w ith ­ 
out honor and forfeits trust. 
N aturally and logically, sim ilar reaso n ­ 
ing applies t o relations between nations. 


T he present B ritish attitu d e in the m atter, as reported from L o n ­ 
don, does not place a fund am en tally m oral issue upon a high m oral 
plane. 
It is influenced not. by a sense of rem orse inspired by a con­ 
viction of m oral delinquency, but by th e fear th a t unless the issue is 
(neared up satisfactorily, E ngland can n o t get financial help from the 
U nited S tates in the event of an o th er W orld W ar. 
However, we are not so m uch concerned with English m orals as 
we a.e with our financial interests. 
Happily, regardless of the course 
E ngland mav elect to iollow, it is unlikely th a t we will be swindled again. 
The Johnson Act stands on the statutes as a safeguard against the d a n ­ 
ger th at we m ay be so gullible as to lend money to foreign governm ents 
th a t have failed to pay their old debts.
